SCHOOL ‘REPORT. 

The annual report of the School Board of Chester, for 
the year ending Feb. 15, 1916, is herewith submitted: 

We wonder how much effect our remarks have upon the 
parents and pupils. We cannot refrain from saying that 
there are too many tardy marks upon our Registers. How 
far the parents are responsible for this we are unable to judgé 
Young children will many times dally along, looking at or for 
birds, insects or flowers, not realizing how fast time is going, 
but there is not the same excuse for older ones. We do not 
know how many of the absent marks might have been avoided 
had the parents exercised a little more®care, yet we DO know 
that a very large proportion ofthem Tnis year have been the 
result of real sickness. 

We now have an approved two year High School of 
which we are very proud and hope it may be continued until 
circumstances make it possible to have a four year course. 

It was thought best to re-open the school at Walnut Hill; 
there are only a few scholars but they have done well in their 
studies. As a whole the schools have done good work. The 
discipline in one or two of them has been below what we 
would wish, but we hope for better in the future. We wish 
parents would visit the schools where their own children at- 
tend at least once every term and see for themselves what is 
going on. There are stormy days during every term; why 
cannot the Fathers take part of such days and visit schools! 
Some of the Mothers set a good example by their faithfulness 
in this respect. In the Spring Mr. Hosley offered two prizes 
to the schools having the best flower gardens. Only three 
were situated so they could do any thing at all. No. 5 school 
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won the first prize and No. 6 the second. No, 3 is not very 
favorably situated for a flower garden, being on a ledge, but 
we saw some very pretty bouquets that came from there, 
When another term epens we hope each pupil will start with 
a'determination to do his or her best every day in attendance 
and deportment. Then and not until then shall we have 
perfect schools.
